B - l. Data automatic backup process 

Fig. 4 is a flow chart to explain the automatic data backup 
process of this embodiment. First, in the side of the PHS terminal 6, 
the time when the data is backed up (referred to as the backup time 
hereinafter) is set up in the step-SlO'. The time is input from the 
dial button 31 of the key input section 15. Thereafter, in the step 
S12, the backup time set up in the aforementioned step S10 is 
transmitted to the near radio base station 5 from the antenna ANT 
through the communication control section 11 and the transceivers 
section 10.

On the other hand, in the radio base station 5, the backup 
time is received in the step S20 and set in the memory 24. Then, in 
the step S22, it is judged whether the time from the clock 22 is the- 
backup time or not. If it is not the backup time, the result of the 
decision in the step S22 serves as "NO" and repetitively performs 
this step S22. If it is the backup time, the result of the decision in 
the step S22 serves as "YES" and the operation is advanced to the 
step S24. In the step S24, the control code is transmitted from the 
antenna 40 through the radio control section 41 to the PHS 
terminal 6 and this process ends. 
[0030] 

The PHS terminal 6 receives the aforementioned control 
code in the step S14. Subsequently, the operation is advanced to 
the step S16 and the data in the RAM18 (an address book, a 
schedule, a memorandum, etc., for example) are transmitted to the 
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radic base station 5 from the antenna ANT through the 
communications control section 11 and the transceiver section 10. 
On the other hand, the radio base station 5 receives the data 
transmitted from the aforementioned PHS terminal 6 in the step 
5 S26. Then, the operation is advanced to the step S28 where the 
data received in the step S24 ,are. stored in the memory 24. In the 
step S30, the last backup data are eliminated from the memory 24 
and this process ends.

Although, in the aforementioned embodiment, the datai 
stored in the radio base station 5 are not distinguished from each:, 
other, the data may be backed up while the kinds of the data (thes: 
address book, the schedule, the memorandum, etc., for example)

the data occur at the PHS terminal 6, the kinds of the backup data, 
stored in the radio base station 5 may be displayed on the display " 
19. The data, which should be stored in the RAM 18 of the PHS

20 only the required data can be received. Although in the 
aforementioned embodiment, the backed up data are memorized in 
the memory 24 of the radio base station 5, the place where the data 
are memorized is not limited thereto and they may be memorized in 
the database 3 of the service administration station 2, for example. 

25 In this case, the operation in the aforementioned base station 5 is 
also carried out in the service administration station. 
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
